THE PRESIDENT RE-EXPLAINS. 


A New York dispatch of the 23d 
says: 

Relative to the order of 
holders, the President, in a rec@s 
terview, said the order was designe 
let faithful officers Understand — 
their first allegiance is to the governs 
ment and to its interests, and not td 
political parties. That is now ver 
generally understood, but as to con- 
tributing a reasonable share of their 
income to meet the expenses of the 
campaign, there can be no objection to 
that. Itcannot be demanded, under 
pain of removal, as hitherto. Any offi- 
cer may give or not as he_ pleases, 
without affecting the tenure of his 
office. “I expect to contribute my 
portion,” says the President, ‘‘to cam- 
paign expenses, and there will be no 
objection if others’ hoiding office do 
the same. In fact I should be pleased 
if they would do so. As to the per-, 
sonal participation of federal officers 
in a campaign, there can and will be 
no objection'to this, unless they are 
used to promote the personal interests 
of certain individuals threugh the ma- 
nipulation of patronage and the man- 
agement of y machinery. Office- 
holders ought not to interfere so as to 
overrule the wishes of the people and 
subject the wepapticans to the alterna- 
tive of voting for obnoxious candidates 
orsubmitting to defeat. Theorder for- 
bidding the officers of the government 
to participate in this sort of thing will 
be vigorously enforced, but. after can- 
didates are fairly in the field without 
the aid of conventions packed with 
office holders, acting at the back of a 
dominant clique of politicians, there 
will be no objection, if fed ral office- 
holders do their share of the work, so 
long as it does not interfere with their 
official duties.” There is a strong 
hope that the President and his party 
will be united on this. 


Not a little.comment has been made 
on the celebrated order of the Presi- 
dent, that government officers should 
not go into conventions and log and 
wire-pull with every ward politician, 
instead of attending to his official 
duties, and conducting himself as_be- 
comes a gentleman, also having re- 
gard to the properdignity of his office, 
not in himself so much, but with re- 
spects to his government. The Presi- 
dent set the proper reforms in action 
and now gives a fuller explanation of 
their meaning and latitude. The 
order not is so restrictive even as we 
had supposed, but is based on common 
sense and justice. But yesterday a 
Mayer in nomination to that office in 
a city in Kansas, was assessed $2,500 
for campaign purposes.

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TIMBER DEPREDATIONS. 

The cases of trespass upon Uncle 

Sam’s timber lands, although still ip 
abeyance, are new ina fair way to 
reach amicable settlement. Represen- 
tative Page has forwarded to Secretary 
Schurz the memorial which was gotten 
up by the indicted parties, and largely 
signed by prominent officials of Cali- 
fornia. This document sets forth the 
loose manner in which purchasers of 
public lands have been made, and the 
- fact that purchases attempted in good 
faith were subsequently declared 
fraudulent. Mr. Page sets forth ex- 
cellent reasons for an abandonment of 
these cases. He shows that the most’ 
valuable mineral land has been sold 
for $2 50 per acre, and parties were 
allowed to occupy them and possess 
their wealth without payment. He 
further shows that trespassers have 
never been forced to punitive payment 
in any part of the United States, the 
government having received only 
$242 50 from such fines. In view of 
the facts that the government has per- 
mitted the spoilation of its domain, 
and that the timber taken was abso- 
lutely necessary to the industries of 
California and Nevada, it is argued 
that any vindictive prosecution would 
be highly unjust. Representative 
Page also shows that the timber men 
were willing to buy all of the, land 
used, but were prevented by the stat- 
utes, and since $2 50 is the highest 
price ever paid for government land, 
he asks that these tresspassers be 
allowed to pay that sum for each acre 
despoiled, and that the suits be dis- 
missed. 

The argument is just, and should 
prevail. The government has never 
protected her timber land, and now to 
ruin scores of worthy men, who were 
unable to buy that which the industry 
of the State demanded, would be, 
neither just, economical or politic. 
Let these men pay for the lands, as 
they would have done long since had 
there been opportunity, and let the 
government not pursue its citizens for 
being victims of bungling laws. The 
laws of necessity were, in this case, 
much stronger than those upon the 
statute books. The government would 
do simple justice ia accepting the 
proposition.

Pruning Froir Trees,.— Much 
butchery is committed by ,unskillful 
persins under the delusive idea that 
they ure judiciously pruning. A 
young orchardist told us a few days 
snee, with evident  self-satisfaction, 
that in the thoraugh pruning he gave 
| his apple trees the previous spring, he 
had cut off. more than. he had left -on.

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It is no pleasant task tor the pen to 
chronicle the death ofa worthy citizen,

reads death by his own hand. 

Mondy, About 5 o’clock p. m., Mr. 
W.. E....Biddleman,, who lives near, 
Olark’s station, and about twenty 
miles east of Reno on the line of the 
C. P. R. R., shot himself in the rnght 
templé.. Mr.’ Biddleman had been out ' 
with one of his hired men and driven 
in some cows. He put away his horse, 
went into his room, drew out his pis- 
tol and shot himself as above stated. 
His wife, who was in an adjoining 
room, heard the reportof the pistol and | 
with ascream ran ‘to ascertain what 
had occurred. There before her éyes 
lay her husdand gory in the embrace; 
of the saddest death. A messenger 
was dispatched to town for the Coro- 
ner, and a telegram was sent to Dr.
